But  there  is  a growing  realiza- 
tion that  Negro  and  White  South 
Africans  need  each  other  eco- 
nomically. The  strikes  and  boy- 
cotts that  followed  the  Sharpe- 
ville  -killings  of  72  Africans 
showed  how  much  South  Africa 
depends  on  its  native  labor.

THERE  ARE  these  other  rea- 
sons for  the  change: 

— The  knowledge  that  contin- 
ued racial  friction  can  only  harm 
South  Africa  abroad,  with  re- 
sultant loss  of  trade.  The  nation’s 
goods  already  are  boycotted  in 
many  foreign  countries. 

— THE  FACT  that  the  nation’s 
domestic  future  is  extremely 
bleak  with  the  prospects  of  con- 
tinuing strikes,  riots,  and  ill- 
will,  unless  the  Whites  can  win 
the  Negroes  to  their  side. 

The  first  important  indication 
of  the  change  came  from  Paul 
Sauer,  minister  of  lands  and  pub- 
lic works  in  Verwoerd’s  govern- 
ment. He  said  Sharpeville  was 
the  turning  point  in  South  Afri- 
can history  and  the  nation  would 
have  to  reconsider  its  whole  ap- 
proach to  the  native  problem. 

SAUER  CALLED  for  higher 
native  pay,  giant  development 
projects  in  native  areas,  and 
“representative  bodies’’  of  na- 
tives to  govern  their  segregated 
locations.  He  was  known  to  have 
backing  among  the  intellectuals 
of  Verwoerd’s  party  and  in  some 
sections  of  the  press. 

External  Affairs  Minister  Eric 
Louw  later  repudiated  any  idea 
of  deviating  from  the  previous 
policies  of  apartheid.  This  start- 
ed talk  of  a cabinet  split. 

SAUER’S  VIEWS  on  the  need 
for  change  were  backed  up  by 
the  great  majority  of  the  South 
African  Bureau  of  Racial  Affairs.

Challenge  to  Honors 

(an  editorial) 

When  Brigham  Young  University  honor  students 
file  into  their  places  Monday  to  receive  their  annual 
“salute,”  they  will  be  receiving,  at  the  same  time,  an 
undeniable  challenge. 

The  top  social  and  spiritual  analysts  of  our  day 
have  accused  us  of  having  get-by-itus.  Whether  or  not 
that  is  true  on  the  whole,  there  is  enough  evidence  to 
indicate  that  “just  get  by”  attitudes  are  prevelant. 

Students  who,  through  their  academic  endeavoi's, 
prove  that  they  are  determined  not  to  be  satisfied  with 
just  getting  along,  are  the  ones  upon  whose  shoulders 
the  burden  of  this  age  will  fall.  The  challenge  that  this 
group  faces  is  that  of  carrying  the  same  spirit  of  de- 
termination into  their  social,  moral  and  spiritual  activ- 
ities. 

The  efficacy  of  having  achieve<l  academically  does- 
n’t lie  in  the  fact  that  one  gets  “saluted”  once  a year, 
or  that  one  gets  a medal  of  achievement  or  even  a solid 
gold  Cadillac.  What  does  become  important  is  the  extra 
effort  which  one  puts  forth  to  turn  in  an  A paper  in- 
stead of  a C paper;  to  do  A quality  research  instead  of 
C quality  research ; to  practice  an  instrument  or  a skill 
dilligently  enough  to  be  A proficient  instead  of  C pro- 
ficient. 

In  putting  forth  this  extra  effort  these  students 
build  for  themselves  a treasure  and  a future  which  will 
continue  to  serve  them  long  after  Monday’s  salute  is 
forgotten. 


Dr.  LaPiere,  is  the  author  of 
several  important  books  in  the 
field  of  sociology.  His  most  re- 
cent, “The  Freudian  Ethic,”  has 
brought  him  wide  acclaim  with 
the  general  public  as  well  as  in 
sociological  circles. 

Dr.  LaPiere  will  develop  the 
thesis  that,  “American  society  is 
today  in  as  great  need  of  dis- 
tinguished individuals  as  it  ever 
has  been  in  the  past.

His  task  is, 
rather  to  produce  creative 
changes — technological,  scientif- 
ic, artistic,  political,  etc. — in  a 
society  that  is  in  danger  of  be- 
comng  lethargic  under  the 
weight  of  bureaucratic  organiza- 
tion.” 

THE  SPEAKER  received  his 
Ph.D.  degree  from  Stanford  Uni- 
versity and  has  since  become  a 
professor  of  sociology  at  that 
institution.  He  has  taught  at  the 
University  of  Michigan,  the  Uni- 
versity of  Calfornia,  University 
of  Washington  and  others.  He  is 
a member  of  Phi  Beta  Kappa.
